The Engliſh Marchants of Low 10% , are now conſtrained to pay for enery Tunne that ſhalb» landed, be the Caike but halfe full, Y 
 ſpullings Subſilie, 42. ſhillings rmpoſt, ar:4 15.ſhillmgs for compoſition of purgeyance : which charge of purueyance ts piyd onely in 
London port and bega# bit lately : Thy al/oarc compelled topay 3.pownds wpon euery two pepes of Conneacke wines, which *ſually 
S dre want 7, Ceſtornes,and 15940 for ears 4. ogsheads of High Countrey wines, when indeed 5. of them filled zÞ, doe not con- 
tine on! Tunneof AlVviſr. To? Malihoand (nary Coil are alſo well knowne tobe both undergage. 

3 The farme of ſweet wines ( which ſometimes allon'ed 15.) woth now allow 1 2.inthe 100 for l eakadge, and all empty or refuſea Cake, euento 
marchant ſtrangers, as by an eraer of the 15. of Nouemb. 1512. .pprares : which ſayd [ſweet wines do pay no greater duts*s,and yet areknovyne to be 
much more durable, and of better worth. Th: <(cof former t4me hath beene ts make ſome reſtitutution o- allowance to the March-nt, for mpoſt of 

ſuch eager and arcayed wines, as ſhoul{ remain on his hands 4 ſold at the yeeres en, which is now rothizg at all regarded or con/idered of.

5 The Farmers of the Cuftomes, aguinſt all Law ana equity, doe force the ſayd Merch mts, topay ſub/idic and other duties for full veſſels, thouzh 
often, ondergaage wnſeent, or vnladen, when many of th:m want halfe their wine, and thereby recetue 4 Powna's at leaſt, where 3 pound u 10t truly 
due, or els will not ſuffer the marchant to land his good, but ſeiſe them as forfeit for none cuſtome. 

6 The Marchants being in great bonas to them for theſe auttes, made in his Mateities name, fearing to offend the Farmers , and to hazard their 
credits and etates by ſudden extents, and willing topreucnt th ſpoule andperiſhing of their gools, ave forced to yeeld without any penalty or remedy, 
againſt the Farmers ſo wnkinily and <areaſontble eppreſSion. 

May it therefore pleaſe this moit high Court, im tender regard of the premiſſ*s, to take ſuch courſe and order, for eaſe andreltefe of your Sup- 
plrants ſay greenance, as to your moit grane wiſe {ones ſhall ſeeme meet and maifferent. And they a in duty ſhall daily pray for the 
long health and happineſſe of ſo prudent ,prout ext, and compaſſionate an Aſſemblie.

Yr—_ vpon a petition heeretofore exhibited to this Bord by the Engliſh Marchants of London, trading Spaine, and other pla- 
| ces for ſweet wines, concerning an allowance to bee made vnto them for leakage, it was thought fit after diuers hearings of the 
cauſe, to order, That there ſhould be an allowance made vnto them of 12 in the 100. by his Maieſties Farmers, of the impoſt of ſuch 
ſweet wines asthey broughrinto the port of London, as by the ſayd order more at large appeareth. 

And whereas the Marchant ſtrangers of the City of London, arcin like manner, ſutors to the Bord, for an allowance to bee made 
vnto them for leakeage, according as heergrotore hath alwayes beene vſed, being otherwiſe hardly able to driue a trade in that com- 
modity, in regard of the double Sublidie, burtleridge, and other duties which they pay for thoſe wines, whereof the Englith, are altoge- 
ther fr.ed and exempted ; Their LU_ hauing conlidered aſivell of their petition, as the anſwer thereunto made by his Maieſties 
Farmer, and being informed, That they hauc alwaies had the ſame allowance heererotore for leakage, as hath beene made vnro the En- 
glith : and thatinregard of the double lubſediesand burtleridge, which they pay, the proportion of difference will {till hold to the ad- 
uantage ofthe natiue Marchants ; Iris therctore this day ordered, That his Maieſtics Farmer of the impoit of ſweet wines, ſhall make 
the like allowance of 12 inthe 109 of the old impolt and ſublidic onely, for leakage of ſuch wines contayned in his Leaſe ,'as ſhall bee 
broughrinto th's kingdome by the fayd Marchant ſtrangers , in ſuch mannerand for.ne as 1s made vnto the Engliſh marchants : And it 
is likewiſe ordered, That ſuch Caske as is outend tor end , orleft tor fraught, ſhalbe likewiſe allowed vnto them. Provided neuerthe- 
lefſe, That for ſuch ſweet wines as are brought into this Realme by the ſayd merchants, either out of France, or the Low Countreyes, 
allowanceis to be made of 5 inthe 100 as in former times hath beene vſed. And it is alſo ordered for the auoyding of any further 
difference in this behalfe, That the ſayd Marchants do fill no wines on boord after they come into this Realme. Sunday the 15. of No»

order from your Lord{hip, Wedoe heereby require you for the auoyding of any further preiudice therein , to ligne ſuch warrants as 
{halbe meer tor the landing of the ſayd wines, vpon ſecurity giuen by them for payment of ſuch ductics as are due vpon the ſame, wher- 
in wc haue thought meertlikewiſe to mooue your Lord{hip, not to ſtand too ſtritly vpon cams {hall offer, in reſpeR they may be 
ſtrangers, otherwiſe knowne to bee ſufficient forthe ſame. And ſo expeCting due performance heercof, without further trouble to this 
Bord, we bid you &c.
